Its courts 
of law Soon will have succeeded in throw- 
ing the whole machinery of the King’s 
justice in Ireland on the scrap-heap. The 
Irish Republic is coming into solid being 
under Sir Hamar Greenwood’s eyes. 
What, then, is the use of his repudiation? 
What comfort ‘will his statement that 
murder cannot change the Government's 
purpose bring to the families of the two 
policemen who wére murdered yesterday? 
Violence will be punished, the Chiel 
Secretary tells us, no matter how much 
time the process may fequire; but what 
consolation does that assurance give to 
the daily victims of outrage who see that 
the process has not even begun? Finally, 
how can Sir Hamar Greenwood talk of 
Irish unity in connection with a Bill out 
of which the deliberate wit of Parlia- 
ment is conspiring to evolve a measure 
of absolutely water-tight partition ? 
‘That was Nor vay breaking From thy 
hand, O King,” said his last friend when 
a bow-string snapped during King Olaf's 
last sea-fight. Ireland is breaking to-day 
from the hand of the British Empire, and 
we cannot say which spectacle is more 
fearful—the. thing itself or the British 
Government s fatal inaction and almost 
mysterious lack of comprehension. The 
Irish people seem to be the conscious 
audience, and the Government the blind 
and Fury-driven’ characters, of an Attic 
tragedy. Nothing is more certain than 
that, if an Irish Republic is definitely 
established, the British nation will not 
suffer it to exist. Why, then, is an inter- 
necine conflict being prepared for the 
democracies of both countries——a conflict 
that must shatter England’s name for 
statesmanship and cripple Ireland for fifty 
years’? To-day three courses are open to 
the Government: soon there will be only 
two, for this is the old story of the 
Sibylline Books. An Irish Republic may 
be recognised—but that, the Chief Secre- 
tary tells us, never can happen. Ireland 
can be reconquered by the sword, in which 
event a new tradition of Irish hatred will 
be engendered. Some effort may be made 
even now to reconcile the majority of 
Irishmen in a settlement which would 
give to the men of North-East Ulster the 
rights and safeguards that they so justly 
and grimly claim, and would recognise 
the loyal services of Southern Unionism. 
To such a settlement, however, there are 
two impenetrable barriers, both erected 
by the Government itself. One is the 
Partition Bill which more than three- 
quarters of Ireland and a great’ British 
party denounce. The other is the cam- 
paign of outrage which the Government 
allows to flourish unchecked: Every new 
murder, every new degradation of British 
power, hardens the proud purpose of 
North-East Ulster, and postpones the 
prospect of a peaceful and united Ire-

The Corporation Tax. 


In the House of Commons yesterday the 
consideration of the Finance Bill in Com- 
mittee was resumed, The Corporation 
Profits Tax was the plat du jour, and much 
of the discussion was concerned with the 
conundrum—when are profits not profits ? 
An amendment was proposed to exclude 
co-operative societi¢s from the scope of the 
tax, and it was pointed out that, in the 
case of these corporations, the money made 
by trading was not “ profits,” but “ sur- | 
plus.” Sir Donald Maclean argued that 
the game would not be worth the candle. 
The most optimistic estimate of the tax’s 
yield from the co-operative societies only 
amounted to £180,000, and he did not 
believe that it would exceed £100,000, 
To irritate four million people for the 
sake of such a paltry sum would be a bad 
policy. Mr. Chamberlain, however, stuck 
to his guns. The co-operative societies, 
he said, were already exempt from the pay- 
ment of income tax, and the receipt of a 
further privilege would put them in an 
invidious position. ‘The amendment was de- 
feated, and the co-operative societies must 
pay the Corporation Tax like other com- 
panies, A second amendment proposed that 
the tax should not be levied on any company 
whose profits did not exceed five per cent. 
Another proposed that the amount payable 
by every company should be limited, and 
that the present limit of two shillings in 
the £-on the amount available for distri- 
bution in “ordinary’’ dividends should 
be reduced to a “real flat rate of one 
shilling in the £.” The Chancellor re- 
fused to. accept either of these amend. 
ments, but accepted a third, which pro- 
poses to give to that portion of the divi- 
dends on preferred shares which is fixed 
the same treatment as is given to deben. 
tures or other forms of security. His 
most important—indeed, one may say his 
only real—concession was made in favour 
of public utility companies. The Chan- 
cellor admitted that the railway companies 
woúld not be brought under the Act at 
present, in view of their inability to “ ad. 
just themselves to the new. business ex- 
penses thrown on them.” He 
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250,000,000 bushels of wheat available for 
export during the next twelve months— 
the exact amount which, it is estimated, 
| will be required to meet the world’s needs, 
in view of the position in other pro- 
ducing countries. Reports from Canada 
algo are of «a hopeful character. The 
recent rains in Australia have had a most 
beneficial effect on the wheat crop there, 
and the exports will be heavier than any- 
body had dared to hope a few weeks ago. 
The Argentine is the one country concern- 
ing which the earlier reports have been 
justified. Upon the whole, the outlook’ is 
much brighter. At the best, however, there 
will be just enough wheat for the world’s 
needs, and nothing to spare. 


A “ Profiteer.’’ 


Nemesis has overtaken at least one 
“ profiteer.”” Details of the case are 
chronicled by the Belgrade Correspondent 
of The Times. It appears that, when the 
war broke out,.a certain man in Spalato 
owned a fine house and 50,000 crowns in 
cash. He sold his honse for 100,000 crowns, 
and began to speculate in foodstuffs and 
raw materials. Everything that he touched 
seemed to turn to gold, and’ in the course 
of five years he amassed a fortune of three 
million crowns—twenty times the amount 
of his original stake. 
quite satisfied with his achievement, but 
a few weeks ago he got a rude awakening. 
Growing tired of hotel life, he decided to 
repurchase his villa on the outskirts of 
Spalato. Heapproached the owner, and the 
price which was demanded staggered him. 
Then he made inquiries in other directions, 
and began to realise that his supposed 
wealth was merely an illusion. While he 
had been engaged in multiplying his capital 
by twenty, the cost of building, and conse- 
quently of house property, had increased 
forty-fold. He was actually a poorer man 
than when he started on his “ profiteer- 
ing ” career, and could not afford to buy 
back his old home. The plight of this Yugo- 
Slav is not singular. Many persons who sold 
houses in Ireland during the war in the 
expectation that, when peace was declared, 
cheap building would be possible, have 
had a bitter lesson.

RAILWAY RATES INQUIRY.

ADVISORY COMMITTEE'S 


SITTING. 


The Rates Advisory Committee of the 
Ministry of Transport sat at Lincoln's Inn Old 
Hell, London, yesterday, under the Chairman- 
ship of Mr. F. Gore Browne, K.C. In the terms 
of reference, the Committee were asked to. con- 
sidet special increases in exceptional rates due 
to water competition, railway companice’ 
charges for services, and accommodation pro- 
vided at their docks, season ticket, workmen's 
fares, and other fares lower than the ordinary. 

Sir John Simon, K.C., appeared for the rail- 
way eompanies; Mr. Rowland Whitehead, K.C.., 
represented the Iron and Steel Federation of 
Great Britain, and Mr. Abady the Mining As- 
sociation of Great Britain. 

Sir George Beharrel, of the Ministry of 
Transport, made a statement, drawing attention 
to the fact that it was estimated that a full 
year's deficit on the railways for Great Britain 
amounted to £52,300,000. It was felt that to 
place the whole of that on the current financial 
year would involve too heavy a burden, and that 
the case might be met by carrying a portion 
into another year. The pesiod which had been 
taken was from April 1, 1920, to June 30, 1921. 
which would somewhat reduce the annual rates. 
The total deficiency for the months of April, 
May, and June had been approximately 
£9,300,000. If they added to that figure the 
estimated deficit, as shown in the White Paper, 
of £52,300,000, they would arrive at a total 
deficit during 15 months of £62,200.000. 

The Chairman, Mr. F. Gore Browne, K.C., 
suggested an extension of the period to July, 
instead of June 30. 

Sir G. Beharrel said that that would require 
further reference to the Cabinet.

A communiqué, issued on Friday by the Polish 
General Staff, says:—After serious fighting the 
enemy occupied Minsk. Fighting is continuing 
to the south and south-east of Minsk. The 66th 
Bolshevist Regiment, operating in the Polish 
rear, was completely annihilated. In the Ptycz 
sector the Poles forced a Bolshevist column to 
retreat. lin the Rovno sector, in consequence of 
the defeat inflicted on July 10th, the enemy re- 
mains inactive.

SIR EDWARD CARSON'S | 
DEPARTURE,

THE MURDERS OF POLICEMEN, 


Sir Edward and Lady Carson left Belfast for 
London last evening. They travelled by the 
Larne and Stranraer route, and were accorded 
a hearty send-off from Belfast. There was a 
huge crowd at Larne Harbour to bid good-bye 
to Sir Edward Carson, who was accompanied 
by Sir James Craig and Mr. T. H. Burn, M.P. 

In response to calis for a speech, Sir Edward 
Carson said that what divided them from the 
South and West of Ireland is that they could 
not tolerate crime, outrage, and disturbance. 
“ We hate, loathe, and detest people,” he said, 
“who murder poor policemen who are only 
doing their duty to their King and country. 
We abominate the crime that makes widows 
and orphans of the wives and children of these 
poor men, and we tell the South and West that 
if they ever want to be friends with us here in 
the North they must stop that kind of thing, 
and must bring to justice those who perpetrate 
such herrible outrages. I only desire to say 
this word of caution. I believe that nothing 
would please our opponents more than that 
there should be a state of disturbance in this 
part of the country. Nothing would please 
them more than to see Ulster in the same sad 
kind of condition as they were in themselves.” 
In the last few months claims amounting to 
three and a half millions had been lodged for 
the destruction of property by Sinn a ven 
That was a nice kind of way to make the coun- 
try rich. He wae proud to say that in the nine 
years he had been their leader there had been 
no row of any kind, no one was ever hurt, no 
one was ever attacked, and no property was ever 
injured. When they spoke of what they could 
or would do, they said that they were prepared 
to abide by the law and to support those who 
uphold law. But they expected the law to be 
maintained. They were not going to allow any

THE ATTACK ON 
REARCROSS BARRACKS. 


GARRISON’S FIVE HOURS’ 
ORDEAL. 


The attack on Rearcross Barracks. County 
Tipperary, for which all preparations appear to 
have been made on Saturday night, took place 
on Monday morning. Very elaborate prepara- 
tions were made, wires being cut, trees felled. 
stone barricades erected, and various other 
hindrances placed in, the way of relief parties 
within a long range of the point of attack. 
The struggle started at 4 a.m.. when Mr. 
William Flannery’s premises, adjoining, were 
entered and the family removed. Paraffin and 
petrol were then poured in large quantites on 
the roof, and the whole place quickly set on fire. 

All accounts agree that the police fought with 
the utmost determination. They expended a 
very large amount of ammunition, while the 
attackers appear to have concentrated on the 
effort to set the building on fire. During the 
firing the police made a sortie, throwing hand 
grenades and bombs, and it appears that during 
this Sergeant Stokes was fatally wounded. 

e attack continued until nine o’clock, when 
the attackers withdrew, leaving the building in 
flames and the police in possession of the un- 
damaged portion. It is stated that owing to 
the attack being made in daylight the Verey 
lights met up by. the police were vot seen at 
the neighbouring garrison towns.

THE WEARING OF MILITARY 
DECORATIONS. 


An Army Order (No. 284) states that regula- 
tions have been received from the Lord Cham- 
berlain’s Department to the following effect :— 
(1) All members of the various Orders of 
Knighthood, ete., and all persons who have been 
awarded decorations and medals mey, should’ 
they wish to do so, wear their insignia, decora- 
tions, and medals with morning dress on officia! 
occasions and at public functions. The ribands 
of the orders, decorations, and medals may be 
worn on all occasions at the discretion of the 
holder. (2) In future, Knights Grand Cross 
and Knights Commanders on all occasions, when 
wearing the stars of their orders, will also wear 
a riband and badge. (35) Only one riband and 
bedge (the senior one) is worn round the nec« 
inside and under the collar of i 
eoat, eo that the badge hangs about an ineh 
outside and below the front of the eollar.: All 
other badges are worn, one below the other, 
commencing about an inch below the senior 
bedge, each nded on about three inches 
of riband, emerging from between the buttons 
of the uniform coat. In evening dress, one 
badge only is worn round the neck. 
riband from which this badge is suspended is 
worn under thé white tie, the badge hanging 
' an inch below. All badges are worn
